Revenue Code Definition
0521 Clinic visit by member* to RHC/FQHC

0522 Home visit by RHC/FQHC practitioner (for
home address visits to the FQHC/RHC
member)

0524 Visit by RHC/FQHC practitioner to a
member in a covered Part A stay at the
SNF

0525 Visit by RHC/FQHC practitioner to a
member in an SNF (not in a covered Part
A stay) or NF or ICF MR or other
residential facility

0528 Visit by RHC/FQHC practitioner to other
non-RHC/FQHC site (e.g., scene of
accident)

*A “member” is defined as someone who has a history of
receiving medical care and whose medical record is located at
a specific RHC/FQHC.
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
